good. To be sure they are good to divert the powerful 
few and to gratify their passion for power. They are 
indeed necessary to rescue these from boredom and de 
geoneracy, until some oc upation socially 
is discovered to take up their minds. But the many 
do not need war to develop or harden them. Witness 
their surpassing heroism in this one displayed after so 
many years of supposedly softening peace. War is the 
most diabolical of curses for the masses. They have too 
much struggle without it. Through it they suffer be 
yond relief by tears—despair doomed to remain forever 
neither words nor art can suggest it 
anguish that is dazing, incurable, demoralizing. Witness 
the tragedy of Belgium and the chaotic anarchy of Russia 
Any as to whether Nietzsche’s spirit was as 
prevalent and controlling among the rulers as among the 
people of Germany may be silenced by a few of the 
astounding quotations in Owen Wister’s “ Pentecost o 
Calamity.”

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HE war just ended staggered civiliza 
tion. A half century hence its marks 

will still be visible Are we now to have 
an era of peace such as the world has never 
Or shall we have simply 
during which the nations 
will rest and lick their wounds and then 
prepare for a struggle that shall actually 
destroy civilization and a hopeless 
remnant of the race back to another Dark 
Ages? The genius of man, in the creation 
of engines of destruction, has no limita 
tions. If the world is to be put on a 
frankly military basis, the next war will 
be so terrible in destructiveness as to stag 
ger the imagination. The one plan pro 
posed to deal with the situation is a League 
of Nations. I quite agree with the London
